Selectinen’s Report 
To the inhabitants of the town of Colrain: 


In presenting to you our annual report for the year 
ending February 1, 1911, we want to draw your atten: 
tion to the fact that it costs more to repair roads today 
than it did a few years ago. Everything is high and we 
have been obliged to pay more per hour for labor the past 
year, therefore, it will necessitate a larger appropriation 
to keep our roads in good repair. 


On account of the deep snow last winter, our snow 
bill, was $450 more than previous years. 


The road machine that we have used for several 
years gave out when we first began to repair our roads 
last spring, and was in such shape that your board of se- 
lectmen thought it was for the best interest of the town 
to buy a new one which they did at an expense of $221.17. 

We have built a new bridge over North River on the 
roads from James Galvin’s to the Avery Hill, to replace 
one that was carried off by the high water in January, 
1910, also built a new abutment to one of the bridges on 
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the Green River read which was washed out at the same 
time. 

The road from Colrain city to the Vermont line is 
rough and in poor shape. We would suggest that the town 
appropriate $500 to gravel a part of the road this year.

Report of Board of Health 


To the Citizens of Colrain:— 


During the past vear seven eases of scarlet fever, 
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souree of infection wnknown. Two cases of typhoid fever, 
souree of infection unknown. Six eases of measles and two 
of chicken pox, have been reported. 

There were several cases early in the year of whoop- 
ine cough not reported. 

By careful quarantine regulations and thorough fu- 
mivgation and disinfection there was no spread from the 
scarlet fever or typhoid fever. There have been no eases 
ef infantile paralysis reported. This is an infectious dis- 
ease and should be reported immediately to the Board of 
Health. 

A public dump has been made west of the Center 
where all rubbish should be deposited. All refuse that 
by. decomposition produces odors that are offensive should 
be burned or buried. We ask the teachers to co-operate 
with us.in preventing any epidemic by sending any child 
home that has any suspicious symptom, and not allow the 
child’s return to school until a certificate is issued by the 
School Physician or the Board of Health. 

We again call your attention to the cases that should 
immediately be reported to the Board.of Health, both by 
the family and the attending physician. 

Astinomy cases, smalipox, asiatic cholera, tetanus, cer- 
ebro-spinal meningitis, trichinosis, diphtheria,, tubereulo- 
sis, glanders, typhoid fever, leoprosy, typhus fever, 
varicella, malignant pistule, measles, whoopmeg cough, 
yellow fever, scarlet fever and infantile paralysis. 
We ask: popular co-operation by calling attention 
of the Board of Health to any unsanitary ‘conditions 
or any suspected eontagious or infectious diseases.

Herewith is submitted the annual report of the Hbrary 
for the year ending January 31, 1911: 

The second year in our new building has been as pleas- 
ant and even more profitable than the first. The library 
has been open as last year on Wednesdays and Saturday’s 
from three to five and from seven to eight-thirty, and on 
Sundays from twelve to one. It has also been opened on 
many other occasions to accommodate out-of-town visitors. 

During the year four hundred and ninety-eight visitors 
from out-of-town have registered, and 3,292 townspeople. 
Total number of visitors for the vear, 3,790. The records 
show that while we have had fewer people visit the brary 
from curiosity than last year, we have had mary more read- 
ers.

Report of School Committee 


FELLOW CITIZENS: Our report for the past year will 
have only to do with the finances of the school systems, 
leaving the report of the direct educational functions to the 
superintendent. 


At the beginning of the year we were in the midst of 
making the improvements on the Center school house. At 
that time there was a balance of $327.39 from the appro- 
priation for the room to be built, that was nearly sufficient 
to complete the work as it was first planned. Other-prob- 
lems were presented and it was decided best to arrange a 
room in which to make a small beginning at manual train- 
ing. This made it necessary to put. the closets in the base- 
ments. These improvements, together with other necessary 
repairs, some of the larger of which were a new floor at 
Shattuckville, slating the Elm Grove school house, shinghng 
a part of the Miller school house, painting the Bardwell, 
Center, Churchell, Elm Grove, Foundry and South houses, 
these with other smaller jobs makes the bill for repairs 
$1,014.21 against $57.18 last year. We believe that what 
has been done has been well done, so that the bill for re- 
pairs will be small fov a number of years to come. Teachers’ 
salaries are on a steady increase, so that we can but won- 
der what the needs will be. This year we have paid $5,116 
against $4,696.50 for last year. The amount paid for 
dransportations has gone $269.52 beyond the sums paid last 
year. This is due to changes that had to be made, and cir- 
ewmstanees that had to be met. Altogether the expendi- 
tures are $81.98 more than the resourees. The bills for 
the last months of the winter terms will be soon due. We 
cannot see how the schools of the town can be maintained 
under the present conditions without an increased appro- 
priation the coming year.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee of Colrain:— 


GENTLEMEN: In rendering this my second report, I 
wish to refer first to the physical side of our work and eall 
attention to conditions that should be remedied as soon as 
possible. 


At Griswoldville, the new building with its adjustable 
seats, steam heat, together with hot air, give httle to be de- 
sired until provision is made for such industrial work as 
‘deserves a place in the regular work of the grades located 
there. 


At the Center, the plan of bringing together all pupils 
of the ninth grade is working out according to our expecta- 
tions, and the class of fourteen is doing fine work. 


The small work shop gives good opportunity to under- 
take the sloyd work, expected during the coldest weather, 
when absence of heating facilities makes it practically im- 
possible to work there. 


The most serious lack in the equipment of this school 
is found in the seats and desks, which in a number of in- 
stanees afford sufficient maladjustment to the pupils oecu- 
pying them to bring on curvature of the spine, and I rec- 
ommend that one room of adjustable furniture be pur- 
ehased, and a part placed in each room, thus supplement- 
ine the single desks now in use, and providing each room 
with enough adjustable desks to allow each pupil suitable 
accomodation. 

Coming to a second part of our report, I would eall 
attention to the changes in teachers. 

At the Center, Miss Thompson declined a re-election, 
and it was with regret that we faced the new year without 
the services of one found so faithful and efficient for so

long a tine. 


Miss Banks of the primary school planned for further 
study thus leaving a vacancy in that room. 


These positions were filled by the election of Miss Ma- 
bel D. King, of Bradford, Mass., for the erammar room, 
and Miss Ruth L. Purrington for the primary. The va- 
eancy in the Foundry primary room was filled by the elee- 
tion of Miss Marjorie Warfield, of Charlemont. 


Miss Nicholls,. of the Adamsville school, declined re- 
election, and upon closing that school and opening the 
Churchill school, Miss Bessie Hillman was secured for it. 


Miss Edith Cromack, of Shelburne, was secured for 
the Brick school, and Miss Amy S. Herrick, of Chicopee, 
for South. 

Miss Herrick tendered her resignation in December, 
and Miss Edith bL. Burdett, of Leominster, was elected 
to sueceed her. In the other schools the teachers of last 
year still carry on the work with increasing efficiency. : 

In considering the third portion of this report, the 
course of study, I wish first to call attention to the unsat- 
isfactory work in penmanship in most of our schools. After 
all our experience with copy books, of whatever plan, the 
results are inferior to what is found wherever movement 
work 1s emphasized, and I therefore recommend that the 
Palmer System of Writing be adopted for the schools. 
One strong point in favor of this plan is the aid afforded 
the teachers by skilled penmen in the employ of the ecom- 
pany. 

The work in history is now upon a good basis in the 
ninth grade, and with the public library so easily available 
for supplementary matter, the pupils gain a good prepara- 
tion in the subject. | 
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I wish to reeommend, however, that in seventh grade, 
we make use of Gordy’s Leaders and Herces, which intro- 
duees the pupils to the formal study of United States His- 
tory thrcugh bicgraphical sketches of the most prominent 
men eoneerned in the discovery and development of our 
country. This method is more in accord with the age of 
the children when keen interest is felt in those who prove 
themselves capable of doing deeds of daring, and of in- 
spiring others to the best that is in them. 


In Enelish grammar and language work, I Wish to rec- 
emmend a recently published grammar by Dr. J. A. 
Prinee, for use in the eighth and ninth grades for cne or 
two recitations a week, and the Webster-Cooley series for 
the work in language. 


With these changes in texts, our pupils in ninth grade 
will be given every advantage needed to enter a higher 
school well equipped for its work, always provided that the 
well-equipped, inspiring teacher is present to direct the 
efforts of the pupils. 

An effort has been made to accomplish more in draw- 
ine by having outlines of work sent out by Miss King of 
the grammar reom at the Center, and the results returned 
by the teachers for suggestions. 

In November, Mr. F. lL. Burnham of the State Board 
of Edueaticn, was secured to address the teachers of the 
district on the Psychology of Drawing. 

Besides giving some of our pupils a training in the 
use of tools at the Center, we have encouraged them in all 
our schools to take up gardening at home, and about fifty 
decided to join the Massachusetts Potato Club. Of these 
thirty-two rendered a report on the crop. 


Those showing the best results are as follows: 


Perley A. Carr, Christian Hill, total number of pota- 
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toes, 70; weight of total crop, 3144 pounds; number of 
marketable potatoes, 67; weight of marketable potatoes. 
3114 pounds. 


Alton J. Cromack, Elm Grove, exceeded the number, 
having 101, and 95 for total crop and marketable, respec- 
tively, but the weight was less, 27. pounds and 26% 
pounds, respectively. 

Lena Collins and John Collins, of South; Arthur Pur- 
ington, of Wilson Hill, and Byron Brigham, of Elm Groye. 
each reported the largest potato weighing 114 pounds. 

Charles Bell, of Christian Hill, reported one weigh- 
ing 184 pounds. 

It can readily be seen that a still keener interest would 
be taken in this work if the school committee could recog- 
nize this work as a legitimate part of every child’s training, 
and offer as prizes books to an amount not, to exceed five 
dollars a year. 

In justification of this, I wish to remind you _ that 
such experience gained in first hand contact with nature, 
and the arts employed to wrest from the reluctant soil the 
fruits necessary to sustain life has been conceded by edu- 
eators generally to be the main reason for the great success 
made by the boys whose early years were spent in the 
country where responsibility was early forced upon them.
